HALL FREED FROM CUBAN JAIL 


An OPC Freedom of the Press Com- 
mittee cable to Fidel Castro last week 
protesting the arrest of NBC Correspond- 
ent Wilson Hall brought prompt assurance 
from the Premier’s office that the matter 
had been ‘‘cleared up” -- plus his ‘‘best 
wishes for a Happy New Year’’! 

Hall was released Dec. 28, three days 
after his arrest and within 24 hours of 
the time committee chairman Sam Sharkey 
dispatched the cable. 

Arriving in New York the next day, 
Hall said that at no time was he given 
any explanation for his arrest. His im- 
pression, he said, was that his detention 
was the result of ‘‘inefficiency, con- 
fusion, and the general harassment of 
foreigners. ” 

The newsman was picked up by Cuban 
military police as he was about to board 


a plane for New York to take part in the 
year-end NBC news report by network 
correspondents. He was carrying some 
film showing Cuban militia women work- 
ing as traffic police -- a story that was 
reported in the 
Havana press. 
He said that 
although Cuban 
authorities in- 
dicated he was 
being held be- 
cause of the film, 
it was returned 
to him unopened 
and undeveloped. 
The answer 
to the OPC cable 
of protest came from Dr. Juan A. Orta,

A ‘‘catalogue of horrors;’’ world prob- 
lems ‘“‘so staggering it is difficult to 
believe anything can be done: about them,”’ 
sums up 2 major TV networks contribu- 
tions to U.S. viewers at year’s end. 

The programs: CBS’ ‘‘Years of Crisis,’’ 
Thurs., Dec. 29, and NBC’s ‘‘Projection 
’61’’, the following evening. Correspond- 
ents called home for the annual foreign 
news seminars participated in roundtable 
discussions on the state of the planet. 

Both shows were conducted in an 
informal atmosphere. While watching, one 
had the feeling of over-hearing areporter’s 
off-the-record ‘‘bull session’’. There was 
also the eerie sensation of listening to 
one’s own epitaph. 


19 Correspondents 


No area of the world was left un- 
touched. A total of 19 correspondents 
reported (NBC,11 and CBS, 8) with Frank 
McGee and Edward R. Murrow moderating 
for their respective networks. 

Forecasting 1961, NBC’s Cecil Brown, 
Far East bureau chief, expects Laos to 
fall to the Communists or to be the trig- 
ger for ‘‘international disorder.’’ Peter 
Kalischer,CBS Far East, pinpoints Laos, 
Quemoy and Matsu as the areas of immi- 
nent danger around the world. 

For David Schoenbrun, CBS Paris, 
Algeria is cause for major concern. 
“Peace has never been so close in Al- 
geria, and disaster has never been so 
imminent,’’ he reported. His NBC counter- 
part in France, Edwin Newman, feels 
the French people will recognize Algerian 
independence as inevitable but there will 
be more ‘‘convolutions and crises’’ be- 
fore it comes about. 

NBC's Irving R. Levine covering 
Africa thinks the Congo will go from bad 
to an international battle ground unless 
the UN can maintain its position, while

Richard C. Hottelet, CBS, fears the UN 
is ‘‘being strangled’’ by Soviet machina- 
tions and the Congo crisis. 

Welles Hangen, NBC Africa, believes 
there could be two more Congo type situa- 
tions. His ‘‘favorite candidates’’ are 
Rhodesia and Portuguese Africa. 


With the ‘‘emergence of Communist 
China as a new standard-bearer of world 
revolution,’’ Marvin Kalb, CBS Moscow, 
sees the Soviet Union being put ‘‘on the 
defensive” by the Chinese in the field of 
Communist ideology. NBC’s James Robin- 
son, Hong Kong, thinks China a power 
that must be dealt with and to check her 
“aggression and belligerence’’ she should 
be recognized. Joseph C. Harsch, NBC 
London, reports that ‘‘our most loyal 
allies are getting sick and tired of this 
annual protest against seating Red China 
in the UN.’’ John Chancellor, CBS Mos- 
cow, warned that China ‘‘now stands on 
the threshold of exploding its own atomic 
device.” 

Disarmament Problem 

According to Sander Vanocur, NBC 
correspondent with President-elect Ken- 
nedy, one of the greatest problems facing 
the new administration will be how to 
meet Khrushchev’s overtures on dis- 
armament ‘‘without committing the rest 
of the world to the idea that Kennedy is 
absolutely negative.” For Alexander 
Kendrick, CBS London, the furor created 
by recent Israeli atomic experiments 
exemplifies the threat of a small-power 
nuclear bomb. 

According to John Rich, NBC, another 
big problem facing Kennedy is Berlin. 
The German city continues to be a point 
of great danger of a nuclear war. The 
Berlin correspondent warned of miscal- 
culation and stumbling into war but de- 
clared that ‘‘Kennedy must make awfully
